The “Aunt Sally” Team

It is sound practice and the general desire of 
all selection committees to regularly promote’ 


players..from teams in lower grades to fill. 


vacancies in more senior sides. Such a plan 
provides valuable experience for younger 
players and is a sound long-range. policy. for 
any. club to. adopt, because it gives the younger 
players an opportunity to measure speed, skill 
and technique against. more experienced 
opponents. 


The present season, with its interstate pro- 


Re ~ramme, which contains an “under 19” team for 


ath ‘Australia. very late in the season, ‘has 
presented a serious problem to all club selectors 
and—demonstrates the need for greater wisdom 
and a long-range view when rules are drawn ‘up 
for interstate competitions. Under. the present 


regtilations tHe reserve teams_ become “Aunt | 


Sally” of the local competition. As am iflustra- 
tion of this, let us take the case of any first 
division. side which fields a team in each grade of 


the competition. From its reserve side it must . 


allocate the: best of the players to fill vacancies 
in the more seniof side, but. under existing rules 
there can be no compensating promotion to the 
reserves of the best players from an “under 19” 
simply because the best of the “under 19” are 
ill competing for a place in the interstate. side 
for South Australia weeks hence. 


It is generally understood (although different 
opinions seem to exist and! warrant clarification) 
that a junior player must not compete in more

than two senior games, otherwise he is likely 
to be disqualified from interstate selection. 


In a local cup competition the rule may have 
some merit, but for all other purposes it: is a 
rule, as far from modern as a pair of “Apple 
Shaker Pants,” and only’ causes discontent 
among those who are called on each week to 
represent the “Aunt Sally” team. an 


There are good teams in the Reserve League 
whose chance 6f League Championship or pos- 
sibly winning a cup are drifting away each 
week, because the players.who should be in the 
reserve team are- forced to play “under 19” 
much to the disadvantage of their club. 


There is one single question which should 
rule interstate selection—‘‘a player is either 
‘under 19 or he is not.’” If he is “under 19,” 
then he should be eligible for selection regard- 
less of any other consideration. Moreover, it is 
the only way in which the best “under 19” side 
‘from any State’ could be chosen. I may incur 
the displeasure of the framers of the rule now 
in existence, but I am prepared to take a chance 
on the vote that the rule would receive its 


“exodus” if put to the whole of the players and © 


club officials. What about it? I say that we 
cannot afford to have any “Aunt Sally” teams. -

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SOCCER IN THE US. 


-“We will go to London just for the ride.” 
This is the summing up of America’s Olympic 
chances in the field of amateur soccer by 
Joseph Barriskill, chairman of the U.S. Olym- 
pic Soccer Committee. = ; 

“The Europeans still have too much finesse 
for us,” he stated recently, “but more and 
more American youngsters are playing soccer 
from childhood onward, and this will produce 
even better players.” 

The finesse is on its way. We start. teach- 
ing kids to play now at 8 years of age, and 
they are playing league games until they are 
“* years old, Having learned the game, they 


\<mand that it be played in high schools and . 


colleges.” 
This augurs well for America’s chances 


when 1952 rolls around. Soccer is rapidly 


taking hold, especially in the New York 
Schools where the Board of Education have 
started to pay teachers to coach the game. 

The executive secretary of the U.S. Soccer 
Football Association, Barriskill said that there 
are about 2,000 teams affiliated to the Associa- 
tion, and another 2,500 non-association teams 
in colleges, high schools and prep schoals. 

' The American Olympic Soccer team will 
probably be made up of college players for the 
first time, and coaches seek speed and stamina 
to make up for the lack of finesse and skill. 
Trials for college players eligible. for Olympic 
team will be held separately from the other 
amateur teams. Then a team of college all- 
stars will play a team selected from the cream 
ef the amateur club players. 
eg his programme will have taken place on 
both sides of the United States and the grand 
finale to the Olympic trials will take place 
at St. Louis on May 15th. when East versus 
West match will take place. From the re- 
sults from this match 15 players will be chosen 
for the Olympic soccer squad. 


Ex-Burnley player and former referee states, 
“I well remember a match I took on the 
Bramwell Lane ground, Sheffield, in which I 
used a pedometer to gauge the distance I 
covered as referee, and I was surprised to 
find, after crediting myself with good position- 
ing to save my legs, that I had actually cover- 
ed 9 miles 350 yards during the ninety minutes 
on the field.”
